We gratilied them exces- 
sively when our best selvi-s begged 
us not to — and often v/hen we ciid 
not want to. We were completely

AND liere. again, we found that we had to begm at 
the beginning. Just as it was unnatural for us to 
tal'c tlie tirsl steps in sin, so we found ourselves con- 
fronted with all the difficulties and uncertainties of 
spiritual infancy. Before we learned how to walk 
|)hvsicallv. it was natural for us to creep. To stand was 
a task But we persisted, and with the repetition of 
t'lVort and failure we learned to walk and run uncon- 
sciousiv. The liabit of walking was formed and fixed. 

,Tust as certainly we shall have to form fixed spir- 
itual liabits if we are to live successfully with Christ 
and ovt'rconie controlling evil. We will have to persist- 
in doing the will of our Saviour in all things, difficult 
though this may be. until we have formed the fixed 
liabit of living like Him. Then we shall unconsciously 
act like Him, look like Him, speak like Him, love like 
Him— just as naturally as we walk, or breathe, or 
Ihink. 

In Him we will then "live and move and have our 
being." 

WE must so repeatedly bend our wills to His that 
tlie inclination becomes perfectly natural — as by 
instinct. 11 must become a fixed habit to do His will in 
all things. And, if we persist in the habit of stepping 
in His footprints — difficult though it may seem at first — 
we shall seen learn to follow Him without conscious 
ttftovt. 

We should also form the fixed habit of meeting in- 
timately with Him; the fixed habit of feeding on His 
Word; the fixed habit of sensing His presence; the 
fixed habit of hearing His loving admonitions; the 
fixed habit of lovingly and eagerly doing what the 
Holy Spirit tells us He wants us to do. 

We get up on pretty high ground here, don't we? 
Rul. call it by whatever name you will, it seems to nio 
that herein alone is my complete Salvation — it is what 
Jesus expects me to do and be. 

NOT a few of my letters complain about evil thoughts 
that will not be silenced. Maybe they never will be. 
Mine have not been. God forgets our sins when we 
repent, but wo cannot forget them, even though we 
do repent. This amazing brain of ours files away a 
complete record of our every act, good, bad, indifferent, 
since babyhood. We cannot efface all thought of our 
sinful habits. They will come up to haunt and tempt 
us. But here, too, if we persist in cultivating the mind 
of Christ, such thoughts will lose their intriguing 
power in the licu) liabit of clean thinking engendered 
by the Christ who has come into control over our life. 

"We can't stop the carrion birds from flying over 
our heads, but we can keep them from nesting in our 
hair," someone has truly said. Evil thoughts may come 
into our minds, but Jesus will keep them from lodging 
in our hearts. 

Forming fixed good habits for the love of Jesus is 
the Christian's highest attainment — and his only 
safety. 

And it's all entirely possible.

ttCCHOOL has opened again, and 
»D I now have six girls in training 
for their throe-year course. 

"This is our rainy season and 
we have to go everywhere with 
overshoes on and even if it is not 
raining you must take a rain- 
coat over your arm as you can 
never tell when it will start rain- 
ing. The rains were late coming 
this yi^ar and we had to plant our 
corn over again. Corn, beans and 
meat are tlie chief food of the na- 
tive. If you have a boy working 
for you in the house you have to 
provide him with a tin of niealie 
meal (corn meal) and three pounds 
of meat a week. Anything else he 
g(ns himself, but we usually give 
our boy extra food. 

"There are certain things that 
they are very fond of. Sour milk is 
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i.ne of them. Tliev ofim fi.>rget to 
boil the milk so ihiil it will go se.ur. 
for tliey e-x|)ecl you v.'iU gi\'e it t" 
tlieni. and ar.' very disaiipointed if 
you decide to use it for cookiii!,'. 
'I'liey are also fond of locusts. The 
v.ings are removed before they fry 
tlK'in ill fat. The natives cannot un- 
derstand why v.-e do not like them. 

Clouds i)f Locusts 

"One day last ti-rni we had a 
sv.'iu'm of locusts come over and it 
was iiniJossil.ile to keep the pupils 
in school as they v.-mted to gatlu r 
them for thi'ir supper. It is a ter- 
rible tiling v.iieii a sv.arm of them 
c.'onie. tlie\- just look like a big 
black cloud. They settle on every- 
thing green, and" by the time they 
are gone each tree, bush and plant 
is stripped of its leaves. Everyone 
gets out in their garden with a tin 
lian and a s|)oon or stick and starts 
beating until they go away. Some- 
times they are here for several 
hours. I liave only seen the one 
swarm and they say that it was not 
a bad one, but it was for me. 

"Evc^rylhing is looking so nice 
and grec'ii nov.', but the grass is a 
little too long to be pleasant, for 
snakes hide in it, I was coming 
home the other night late when 1 
met a small one in the path and 
liad to kill it as there were no men 
around. Then last week I was 
walking along a path and saw 
something disappear down a hole. 
I went to .see what it was and saw 
a big cobra lying in the bottom of 
the hole. I called one of the men 
who tried to kill it but is disap- 
peariHl and we were not able to find 
it. \Ve> tried to smoke the snake 
out, but no luck, so we filled the 
hole in. We do not know if it went 
soniev.'here else. That is the only 




thini; we have to be afraia of here 
It is not very nice lo lie walking 
under a tree when a snake drops 
at viiiir fi:et. Thr natives are so 
frightened of them that Ihey will 
iilitn not lielp you kill Ihem. 

■•\Ve liave lo dC] all kinds of 
things lu/ie tfiat v.'e would ne\'er 
think of doing at liome. I am gel- 
ting quit.' exiiert at pulling teeth, 
'riieii line day v.hen the doctor was 
here I spoke to him aliout our dif- 
fieull eases. He said it was no use 
niv waiting for him. I nmst just get 
(n"i v.ith it. The other niglU the cliild 
(if one of our native teachei' died. 
He had been sick only a couple of 
hours. I saw him first at 8 p.m. and 
he was dead at 8.45 p.m. It, of 
Ciiurse, fell to my lot to lay him 
out. The carpenter made the eotlin 
and 1 had to cover it v/itli ciilieo 
and place the child in it and fix him 
up. All his belongings weiv buried 
with him. so that all his clotlies, his 
shoes and his cap were placed in 
the cotliii. 

Heart-stirrinff Days 

''Wo have had several heart- 
stirring days at 'Howard' during 
the last few months. A meniorablt 
.Sunday was conducted by Colonel 
Chard," our Territorial Commander. 
This was a united day when the 
people from tive Corps connected 
v.dth Howard joined with tis. 

"The day started with Knee- 
drill when SDjne of these Corps 
wore with us. Some comrades had 
come about 25 miles, walking all 
the way. After Knee-di'iU we 
marched' around the compound 
singing, and although some of the 
visiting Corps had come so far they 
joined in the march. 

•'Another Corps arrived while wv 
were marching and they 
joined us. It was a won- 
derful sight. Old men. 
young children and wo- 
men with babies tied to 
their backs all marching 
and clapping t h e i r 
hands, ancl all so happy 
to belong to The Sal- 
vation Army. At the 
close of the afternoon 
nie(L'ting we had nine 
seekers. Some of them 
were old men, and wlial 
a touching sight it wtis 
to see two mothers with 
their babies on their 
backs kneeling at th(' 
Mercy - Seat. We feel 
that wo have won a 
gr(;at victory when 
elderly men and 
women come to 
the Mercy - Seat, 
for they u.siially 
say, 'We w^ ii n t

The friendly 
atmosphere of the Hut, enlivened 
by the personality of the volunteer 
workers at the Canteen is more 
than frequently commented upon. 
Major and Mrs, Waters take great 
care and interest in the per.sonal 
needs of the men, and are never too 
tired to give advice in the many 
interviews requested. 

The Major's office has become a 
spot for confidences exchanged and 
prayer offered. The auditorium, 
seating 700, is always crowded a 
full hour before starting time, and 
the men are entertained with 
musical selections, amplified. An 
old time sing-song is held every 
Sunday night, and is largely at- 
tended. 

The Mobile Canteen attached to 
the Centre has travelled hundreds 
of miles in and around the camp 
for the personal comfort of men on 



duty. A quiet spot is found in the 
chapel. There is a reading room 
with writing materials and use of 
a free libi'ary, where good reading 
may be obtained. 

Personal comforts such as socks, 
sweaters, .scarves, gloves, etc., are 
given away freely. The.se goods are 
all made by the Red Shield 
Women's Auxiliaries. Under the 
directiim of Mrs. J. A. Munro and 
Mr.s. G. E. Josephs, the Auxiliary 
attends to the repairs and altera- 
tions of the men's uniforms. In a 
recent week 150 garments were 
altered to fit, no charge being made 
to the men who bring the garments.

When we do not care if we 
see Jesus or not we are lost, but 
when we seek Him our troubles are 
nearly over. Someone ha.s said that 
il does not take a seeking Saviour 
and a seeking sinner long to find 
each other. 

Let UK notice that Jesus was only

THE Porcupinf; Advance recently 
devoted ;i leading article to an 
incident revealing at once a nice 
touch of Icindness and indicating 
how every one may do something 
toward helping war work, says a 
recent editofial in the Globe and 
Mail, Toronto.

[tlantiing to remain in Jericlio, and 
so His time was limitetl, Zaccheus 
had only Ibis one opportunity to 
lake or lose. There v.'ill be one last 
opportunity to every sinner and 
baei\slider, liul woe if we sin away 
the day of grace! 

Zaccheus then, made up his mind 
that he was going to sec Jesus at 
all costs, and went out on the .street 
to do so. A crowd had already 
gidhered in readiness, and the 
Pi'ophet was expected at any min- 
ute, Zaccheus was told. But now 
arose a (lillieulty. Zaccheus was 
sh<irt, and strive as he would, he 
could not see above the heads of 
the crowd. He could not see Jesus 
"for tlie press." Does it not often 
liappen in our own lives that we 
carmot see Jesus for the press? But 
Zacelieus now shows himself to be 
a m;m of considerable strength of 
mind and tenacity of purpose. He 
was earnest enough to overcome 
his diflicidties by unconventional 
means, for Luke tells us that he 
ran ahead of the little procession 
and climbed into the low, over- 
hanging branches of a tree. If his 
conduct, tlirough long familiarity, 
does not appc^ar peculiar 10 us, we 
have only tn imagine what we 
should think if we saw any prom- 
inent Canadian business man run- 
ning along the street and bounding 
into the lower branches of a tree 
in order to see someone pas.s. We 



shall do well to imitate his zeal for 
Jesus; Zaccheus wanted to see 
Jesus and intended to see Him, 
while ridicule mattered to him not 
at all. 

Secure on a strong branch, we 
can imagine Zaccheus peering 
eagerly out from amidst the green 
leaves as the little procession ad- 
vanced towards him. "That tall 
stately figure; that beautiful face — 
that must be He," we can imagine 
Zaccheus thinking to himself, but 
we can hardly imagine his be- 
wilderment, his delighted amaze- 
ment, when Jesus paused beneath 
his tree, looked up into his face, 
and said, "Zaccheus, come down; 
for to-day I must abide at thy 
house." We can picture the joyful 
haste with which Zaccheus de- 
scended, and proudly escorted Jesus 
to his fine house, where he ordered 
the best of everything to be brought 
out. 

More Than All the World 

But his pleasure was not shared 
by all. The indignation of the town 
dignitaries was extreme. "What? 
All of 11.5 here, and He chooses to 
go and eat with a wretched pub- 
lican! He might at least have 
chosen somebody respectable!" It 
will always be thus; when we re- 
ceive Jesus we shall meet with dis- 
like and opposition from the world, 
but Jesus will be far more to us

RUSSIA is the land of imineiis-o clistiinci's. II. 
(■oiii|)risi'.s (ino-sixlli of the cni'th's surface 
and lias the lai',t,'est farms in tin' world. 
The ,'i\-i-ra,£;e size of a stale farm is alxiut 
2(11), OiJO acres, and tliere are now 4,000 such 
farms. 

Two-thirds of the Riis.sian people are a'jri- 
evillui'ists. Only lately Russia as a whole has 
awal;ened lo the fact fh.at machinery matters. In- 
(histri:il and town life is in its infancy. Life in 
Russia Consists mainly of ploughing and liar- 
\estinfi, of tending the soil whence comes bread, 
of liplilin.t;- the cold which free7.es e\-erythinf; 
for six months of each year, and resistinn: 
(It oughts whicli wither the precious crops. 

Durin.g li\'iny memory Russian peasants ]ive>d 
eip the fruils seein-ecl by fhe use of their eight 
riiillion wooden pkuiglis and sovontoen million 
wooden barrows and scythes. Often they did 
not live: they died. The death rate from famine 
was appalling. 

Now Russia claims to possess the iiin.st 
highly-mechanized farm industry in the world. 
Three Five-year Plans have made the peasant 
■'maehine-eoiiscious." Russia is now the second 
.greatest grain exporter, and from her 4,000 State 
farms and 240,000 collective farms comes bread 
in plenty for her 170,000,000 people. The 
Ukraine, one of the great sources of the tre- 
mendous wheat supply, has been aptly termed 
"TTie Granary of Europe." 

THE great strides in mechanization v.'ore un- 
doubtedly due to the fact that Russia started 
Ironi scratch. Farmers olsewhorc have cciuip- 
nient which tliey cannot afford to scrap for the 
new machines now available. With the aid of 
nuichmes the 1940 Russian harvest realized seven 
billion poods of grain— one billion short of the 
third five-year plan aims. This mighty cflort 
ir.\-olved people on lands stretching from the 
Arctic to the borders of India, from the Ukraine 
to Vladivostock on the Pacific, from the Step- 
pes of Central Asia to the iTozen Tundra of the 
north. 

There are now about 19,000,000 households 
on collective farms working on 1,000 million 
acres, using .'SOn.OOO tractors and over 150,000 
harvester combines. The difTevence between

Reliu'tanlly Introduced 

Collective fanning, though it lias turned out 
to be a trenii'iidous suecc ss, was reluctantly in- 
troduced as a compromise after the revolt of 
the kulaks (a kind of Russian middle class) 
against State ownership, had brought on a great 
famine. The colhetive farm makes "private" 
farming of land possible as v.'cll as ownershi|3 
of stock and eC|Viipment all of which is pooled 
so that ninehinery can be shared and crop ro- 
tation practised with great benefit at harve.st 
time. Ninety-eight per cent of the individually- 
owned farms of to-day are engaged in this co- 
operative enterprise. The fanners do not. of 
course, own the land. All land is State owned, 
but it is secured to those who work it free :md 
in perpetuity. 

The establishment of machine tractor sta- 
tions has played .a great part in Russian success 
with intensive large-scale farming. Where 
farms are many scpiare miles in area, machinery 
is essential. Normally the Russian is not 
mechanically mindetl, and mastery of the 
machine has been brought about b.y the State- 
fostered stations which hire out tractors, re- 



Iiair llioni, teaeh frirmers to drive and givi 
riemonstralions. The way of progress \'as slow, 
Ijut the ever-inei'easing yield brought about .\' 
the huge chugging monsters convinced ttie con- 
si rvative Russian peasant that thrnigh tlie ii'.'W- 
fangled idea v. as noisy and snudly, it did do the 
worl; and ,;;ave him the bread. 'Chat was all he 
needed li' l.ie eoovineed. 'I'lie tractor stalioru- 
have (.'hanged llie face of Russia. 

ONE of Russia's great trimnphs has been ni 
the fight against natural conditions. For six 
months of each year much of the land is frozen 
solid. Suitimers are short in many piu'ta and the 
cold of wint(>r is succeeded by ;t withering beat 
that scorches the grain. New varieties of wh(^at 
have bet.Mi evolved which can resist heat, 
mature ciuickly and withstand some low tem- 
jieratures. 

Reniiirkable strides have been rr;ide with 
irrigation. The Russians have a word "golijd- 
ovka," which means "little famine." "Little" to 
them implies an urea al)out as big as England. 
Famines over that area took place annuailyiii 
s(.me part or another of Russia. A real famine^ 
— "golod" — took place about every four ycar.s. 
Then the deaths numbered hundreds of thou- 
sands, and in winter the cattle were proijpcd 
up in their stalls by their owners to be taken 
out at the fii'st approach of spring to attempt to 
revive the emaeitited frames on the early gras'^. 

Nov,-, where the Don and Volga flov/ into the 
sea, many millions of rouble; have been spent 
on the erection of dams which will give power 
lor the pumping of water to the precious crops. 
In the Trans-Volga Region the desert is beiiif. 
made to "blossom as the rose." At Kwibyshev, 
two stations are being constructed which will 
give a pow(>r of 3,400,000 kilowatts. It is pro- 
posed, one happy day, that not only .shall the 
Russian farmer eat bread, but lie shall also have, 
from these formerly frozen-scorched lands, tl:.;.' 
luxurious fruits of the earth — melons, cucinn- 
bers. strawhoi'i-ies and peaches. The land ej" 
v.-ant is to become the land of plenty.

England's Phenomenal Parliament of Birds 



'HEN October is merging into the peace- 
ful days of mid-autumn and the wood.'" 
are flaming with the splendid colors of 
the fall, there occurs, in parts of Eng- 
land, a phenomenon which few people 
are privilegc.'d to see. This curious in- 
cident of nature is termed "the massing 
of the starlings" and, so far, students of bird 
life have been unable to give a satisfying exiJlana- 
tion for it. This, however, only serves to sunound the 
spectacle with a greater charm and romance. 

The starling is a quaint bird and not unattractive. 
On sunny summer mornings, he sits among the chim- 
ney-pots and preens his gleaming plumage, the while 
he imitates the songs of other bircjs in a manner, as 
cool as you please. As he and his kind strut about the 
lawn with a proprietorial air, you can see at a glance 
that they are fellows of consiiierable individuality. In 
other words, there is no tell- 
ing what capers they might 
be up to. Yet, all the same, 
it is difficult to account for 
these autumnal outbursts. 

There are parts of Eng- 
land w h e r e reeds and 
rush(.>s abound in the neigh- 
borhood of rivers or mere-s, 
and it is these localities 
which are chosen by the 







starlings for the annual rendezvous. From far and near 
they come with a great v.'hirring of v/ings and a noisy 
chattering; just like the bodies of delegates that .suddenly 
descend on some innocent seaside place, there to dis- 
cuss the many difl'erent ways of reforming thi-S, that, 
and the other. 

The meeting-place might be in Shropshire by one 
of those fascinating meres, or it might be in that flat 
fen country with Ely in the distance. But, wherever 
it is the starlings ('ome in fullest force until the reeds 
must be packed from lop to bottom with this restless 
chattering throng. If it is business they discuss, then 
it would all seem pretty chaotic and not worthy of any 
serious iDarliameiit. If it is a social occasion, it is cer- 
tainly more understandable; for v/e know gatherings 
almost as full and quite as noisy in a human way. 

The grand climax- comes v.'hoi the onlooker gives 
an alarm or makes a sudden sound. At once th(? whole 

of this enormous host rises 
sk.vward, like a big, black 
cloud and literally ovor- 
.sliadows the place. Then, as 
if by common instinct, the 
cloud moves away and rap- 
idly trails across country, 
leaving the spectator some- 
what staggered that he ha.s 
been responsible for setting 
this mass in motion.
